Inside, all day Jong, men and lwomen pursued 
balls of different sizes and shjp2s, and after 
much thought our garden philosopher decided 
that the enc'osure must be a beaatiful institu- 
tion for wealthy lonatics. The younger lunatics 
rode ponies and pursued a bamboo ball from 
end to end of the plain. But the great msjority, 
men and women, walked round and round the 
enclosure. They were accompanied by black 
attendants who at freqaent and uncertsia 
interva's handed them implements with 
which they atrack a small white ball about the 
siza of a hen’s egg.Oa all the facas he obsdtved 
the strainad snd tense looks of unhinged 
minds; One man in particular he observed. Ha 
was of the bulldog type and seamed to baa 
sort of king for he strack the ball harder and 
mach more freguently than the other inmates, 
and occasionally with fierce looks and angry 
words would quarrgl over some technical point 
of their strange oogupation. | 

Bat this afternogn Iam talling yon of the 
brown owl observed a strange unrest among 
the inhabitants of tha plain’ |It was evident 
that some very important evant or ceremony 
was about to take place. One by one the luna 
tics collected on the grass below until they 
mast have numbered thirty, They were dressed 
beautifolly as peacocks in tha spring, resplen- 
dent in many-colovred striped jerseys. They 
stratted about on the plain admiring their own 
legs and eyeing one another with disdainful 


glances; now and again they wonld make short 


rapid rans as mating birds do and utter strange 
cries as they threw to and fro\ a large brown 
leather egg-shapad ball.

Il. 
The Question of Management. 

The quertion of management is one of the 
first importance in connexion with public com- 
panies, and in Egypt it is particularly desirable, 
for many réasons that.an English company 
should be managed by an Englishman, of wall: 
known integrity, possessing special capacity for 
business, and a good knowledge of the country. 
Unfortunately too many of the recently formed, 
companies have been. floated hy. professional, 
company promoters, who pay little regard to 
the persona! character of the manager, and ap- 
parently attach but little importance to the, 
question of his local repute. The. Levantine, 
resident of Egypt - it is difficult to determine, 
his real nationality—is not always distinguished, 
for a high standard of commercial morality; and 
thongh he may find means~to produce a divi- 
“dend for shareholders in the first year, or two, 
it is usually quite unsafe to allow him the, 
management of affairs of a company whose, 
directors reside in Eogland. In the course of a 
speech delivered in London last June, Lord 
Cromer said :— 

“Capital is now floating from England and 
other countries rapidly into Egypt,-and provid- 
ed, asiis often the case, that it is devoted to 
sound commercial industry, it is very we!come. 
But.we want no more company-tongering. We 
do not\want companies whose sharé capital is 
watered tothe extent that all trace of the 
original\ spirit has almost entirely disappeared. 
We shall certainly do our best to resist the 
invasion\of these gentlemen, but the public 
themselyes muat be their own principal guard- 
ians, and those who are. asked to invest in 
compantes that are now floated I would advise 

to look’ carefally to facts,and to judge for them- 
selyes|whether the enterprise is a good one. 
More /especially would { advise them, in cases 
where quotations are made from official and 
other reports, to go to the origin of those 
reports and to see whether the conclusions that 
can be drawn are in fact the conclusions which 
they are invited to draw by company promoterz. 
The British name has hitherto stood very h’gh, 
and I should be extremely unwilling that name 
should be in any degree tarnished.” 

Among the reputable eompan’es formed re- 
cently, I menticn the Naw Ezyptisn Company 
(Limited), the Egyptian Estates (Limited), and 
the Egyptian Investment and Agency (Limited) 
as instances where really good work is being 
done, benefiting the country and at the same 
time employing capital profitably and honestly; 
these three companies are guided by uprizht 
and capable Englishmen. 


Advance In Land Values. 


Egypt presents an unusvally varied field for 
profitable development schemes in connexion 
with thé reclamation and improvement of 
agricultural land, the purchase of: building 
sites, and constraction of blocks of dwelling 
houses and businéss premises. The great rise in 
the value of lapd which has recently taken 
place is certainly very remarkable. Twelve 
years.ago 33,600 acres of State lands were so!d 
at an average price of about £22 per-acre. In 
the same year the Daira Sanieh sold 30,670 


acres at about £5 per acre, this price repre- | 


senting fally 23 years purchase of the net 
tevennes during the preceding: five yeara. Eight 
. years ago, 11,840 acres of State lands were 
sold by suction for £26 123. per acre, and 
1,423 acres of Daira Sanieb land yielded an 
average of £33 16s. per acre. In the following 
year 13,774 acres of the State lands realized 


abont £25108. per acre.-[t is interesting to |, 


compare these figures with those of more recent 
sales. Two years, ago the State Domains 
Administration sold 2,958 acres by auction in 
lots averaging 21 acres, and the price realized 
was £64 17s. per.scre, althongh the estimated 
valug was only. £26 6s. per acre. On one occa- 
sion there were no fewer than 159 bidders for 
27 lote, This is.all indicative of the excessively 
keen/oompetition among the native farmers to 
8 possessors of the land. Last year 18,561 
of the Daira Sanich estate were sold at 


te of £2 35s. per acre. Last year it had 
ed to’no less than £6 11s. per acre.

As regards land which 
requires reclamation, it must manifestly be 
sold to individuals of wealth, or to companies 
who ara in a position to spend capital upon it. 
With the object of preventing land jobbing as 
far as possib'e, every effort will be made to 
attract purchasers who honestly mean to 
reclaim the land thoroughly, and who will not 
sell it ontil this has been effected. 


Attitude of the Government 


The policy of the Egyptian Government has 
been to endeavonr to maintain the small 
hroprietors, and, whilat offering all reasonable 
facilities for the employment of European 
capital in land development, to do. nothing 
which would tend towards onst'ng native pro- 
prietors and substituting Earopesns in their 
places.

With regard to building property, the con- 
straction of dwelling houses in the new and 
fashionable quarters of Cairo and Alexandria 
is proceeding ata great pace; kut honse rents 
are very high and constantly rising, and the 
masses of the people are restricted io con- 
sequence to the old quarters, whére they are 
‘huddled together in the most bewildering 
manner amidst the foulest surroundings. | I 
quote Lord Cromer’s allusion to this subject 
is his 898 report :— 

“Aillmost every house in tho native quarter 
of the city (Cairo) contains’ an accomulation 
of refuse and débris‘to the depth of several 
feet. This cannot be thrownjinto the street, 
and the fands available do nog as yet permit 
of its removal upon any (xtended scale. 
Dwellings of this natura are consequently 
centres of pollution and, in tho case Of an 
epidemic, of infection.” 

It is possible to. wander through miles of 
streets in this quarter to-day, all packed with 
miserable little houses and shops on either 
side, which do not seem to have been repaired 
or even cle:ned for ages. The roadway consists 
in great measure of cattle dang and refuse 
thrown from the honses, and the stench in the 
sommer is often insupportable. It is in such 
quarters as this that the néed of foreign 
capital is most urgently felt. The Mahomedan 
landlord has no sympathy with sanitation and 
cleanliness, and he will not ba re-snaded to 
repair or improve his house property. Western 
energy and ideas-are required in order to cope 
with the ever increasing demand. for decent 
dwellings and commodious business preniises, 
and it is safe to say that any welldirected 
efforts in this direction would receive .the 
support and encouragement of the Government.

‘The thoughtful article by M. de Morgan 
in the current number. of the Hecueil de Tra- 
véaux is fall of interest not only for Egypto-
